for progressive voters should also be decided, 
not by a small part, but by all of the organ- 
ized progressive forces. 

It is not necessary here to discuss the quali- 
fications of Raymond L. Haight as a progres- 
sive candidate for governor. The point is 
that the selection of candidates should be 
subordinated to the work now in progress to 
secure agreement on a program. Such is 
the outlook adopted by California Committee 
for. Political Unity, which has scheduled a 
convention for January 6. 

This program, moreover, is advocated by 
many of the progressive assemblymen and 
others endorsed at the Progressive Common- 
wealth convention. Among the outstanding 
advocates of it is Assemblyman Ellis E. 
Patterson who was endorsed for lieutenant 
governor. 

There is every reason to advance this pro- 
gram further,-and every reason to expect that 
some of those endorsed will continue to lead 
in the campaign to do so. 

There is a grave danger that the Progres- 
sive Commonwealth Federation, unless it 
also takes part in this unity program instead 
of declaring its “independence,” will serve 
to hinder rather than advance a progressive 
victory in the 1938 election.

President Roosevelt's wages-and-hours bill 
passing in this special session of Congress. 

Does’ labor “back home” want’ this bill 
passed at this session? Even AFL President 
William Green, who is trying desperately to 
find objections to the bill in order to justify 
his opposition, would have to admit the an- 
swer to this rhetorical question is yes. 
Labor needs this bill, the middle-class needs 
this bill, the farmers need this bill, because it 
will increase purchasing power of the sub- 
merged one-third of the American people 
who are “‘ill-clothed, il!-housed and ill-fed.”’ 

Yet, due to the determination of big busi- 
ness to fight any bill in this session which 
would contribute to the economic betterment 
of the people, the President's legislation is 1m 
danger. 

Labor and its friends must speak now and 
out loud to the congressmen and senators 1n 
Washington, telling them the folks ‘back 
home’ demand passage of the wages-and- 
hours bill.

Shortages totaling more than $34,000 were 
discovered on the books of her office, dating 
not only from her own administration but 
that of her father who held the office before 
her.

$12,000 of the defaulted sum! 

And the bonding company refused to pay 
interest on this amount, because it claimed 
that county officials knew of the shortage 
three years ago! 

The district attorney, the board of super- 
visors and the grand jury accepted the settle- 
ment on this basis—a veritable admission of 


guilt! 

: for twenty years the Lelands have been 
part of the county officialdom, closely in- 
volved with the others. The shortages were 
known and they came to light only after a 
new county auditor had been elected. And 
the old auditor, who failed to ‘discover’ the 
shortages, has now been placed in the tax 
collector's office! 

This is a conspiracy to cover up the guilt 
of the entire political machine that has ruled 
San Luis Obispo County for years. The same 
guilty officials are the ones who attacked the 
pea pickers’ strike, shouting bloody murder 
when workers sought to better their con- 
ditions. 

Labors Non-Partisan League has_ per 
formed a signal service in San Luis Obispo 
County by prodding the hearings into the 
open. But every effort is being made to 
closs the whole episode over. The San Luis 
Obispo Telegram printed a tabulation of fig- 
ures and a few non-committal remarks at the 
hearings, but passed over and evaded the 
really significant fact: that the shortages could 
only have been possible by a conspiracy.

Some Discoveries 


From the convention came 
new and concrete methods of 
carrying forward the main drive 
of the YOL—a job already well 
begun—that of building the YCL 
into a broad, powerful, anti- 
fascist youth organization, an 
organization of service to the 
working and progressive youth 
of California. Along with the 
building of the YCL, we shall 
help in the building of progres- 
sive clubs, with a final _per- 
spective of developing a state- 
wide league of clubs made up 
of Communist and _ progressive 
youth. 

Chief among the weaknesses 
of the California YCL reflected 
in the composition of the dele- 
gates was the relative lack of 
representation of industrial 
youth, We shall have to concen- 
trate on helping to develop a 
labor sports movement, and other 
youth activities in the unions— 
particularly progressive educa- 
tional work among the _ trade 
union youth through industrial 
branches of the YCL, classes 
and union progressive yduth 
clubs. Especially do the cannery 
and agricultural youth, victims 
of the reactionary open-shop in- 
terests who control California 
agriculture, stand in need of 
assistance in building the CIO 
international of agricultural] 
and cannery workers in the state. 


Tasks In Small Towns 


In the small towns, the Young 
Communist League is working to 
aid the building of progressive 
youth clubs. Here the power of 
the reactionary Associated Farm- 
ers, the Growers and Shippers 
Assn., the American Legion and 
other red-baiting groups make 
the development of open branch- 
es of the YCL extremely diffi- 
cult at the present time. Through 
these progressive clubs ,the YCL 
can best be of service in bring- 
ing cultural and social life, edu- 
cation, and recreation to relieve 
the barrenness of small town 
life, where the pool hall, movie, 
and occasional public dance are 
usually the limit of social ex- 
perience for young people. 

Among the student youth, the 
work of the YCL will be on the 
one hand assistance to the Amer- 
ican Student Union, as a medium 
for progressive and anti-fascist 
action, along with the develop- 


last State Legislature for a Cali- 
fornia Youth Act. 

This campaign brought  to- 
gether the representatives of 
some 100,000 California youth 
around the work for an act to 
meet the economic needs of 
young people, and served to 
bring the “youth problem” be- 
fore the people of California as 
a major political issue. The cam- 
paign for the California Youth 
Act was the starting point for 
a survey of youth conditions now 
being conducted by the great 
maiority of youth organizations 
in Los Angeles County, under 
the sponsorship of the L. A. 
board of supervisors. 

A statewide action of youth 
organizations to hold a model 
state youth legislature is now 
being projected, and promises 
to become an even more inclu- 
sive action than was the Cali- 
fornia Youth Act campaign. The 
YCL went on record to give 
full support to these progressive 
unity movements. Special care 
must be given to the develop- 
ment of working relationships 
between the neighborhood 
branches of the YCL and other 
neighborhood organizations. 


Prospects and Goals 


The convention outlined sev- 
eral state-wide drives to be 
undertaken. The major financial 
drive will be for establishment 
of a number of neighborhood 
youth centers which we feel to 
be the key to the further devel- 
opment of the YCL branches. 
A goal was set for four centers 
in Los Angeles, one in San Fran- 
cisco, and one in Oakland within 
the next three months, 

As a climax to a_ half-years 
work in developing a YCL sports 
and cultural program, a state- 
wide summer encampment will 
be held for one week next 
summer. We will work to assist 
in establishing labor sports coun- 
cils in at least three centers— 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, and 
Oakland. 

The peace program will in- 
clude a Christmas campaign con- 
ducted by the branches for pre- 
sents for the California volun- 
teers in Spain, a boycott of 
Japanese goods, and the circu- 
lation of a petition in support 
of President Roosevelt's posi- 
tion to “quarantine the aggres- 
sor nations.” 

A week's state-wide campaign 
will be devoted to raflying sup- 
port for the anti-lynch bill now 
before Congress, as well as a 
campaign for jobs for Negro 
youth. A “Save the NYA Week” 
will be undertaken to extend 
the aid given by the Federal 
Government to unemployed and 
student youth. 

With the successful exnerience 
in reconstructing the Young 
Communist League, with the 
added strength of over half a 
hundred new members, with the 
growing prestige among the 
other progressive youth organi- 
zations, the Young Communist 
League is confident that the 1938 
State Convention will mark even 
greater progress in our work of 
rallying the youth of California 
to the ranks of a_ progressive
